Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant admitted in his own dislosure (Page 1 1 , 
lines 25-26) that the binding material can be acitvated before, during, or after the winding process. Thus, it does not appear that it is 
critical that the activation occur before winding or after winding. If this is the case, then it is not critical to coat the binding material to the 
hoop stress layer prior winding about the core or to coat the binding material to the hoop strees layer after disposed about the core. Thus, 
there is nothing unobvious about combining the reference of Aoyama 801' in view of Morgan 296' to meet the rejection for the independent 
claims .
